Agreement on Europe

ROME, Dec. 3.—The French 
and German governments today 
signed a complete agreement on 
all questions concerning the Saar 
basin territory. An official com- 


munique on the agreement, which 
was reached through the two 
nations’ respective ambassadors 
to Rome, said it included not only 
the financial problems of the 

territory but all other points, 

It is to be presented Wednesday 
to the League of Nations council, 
the body charged with the govern- 
ment of the mining area 

The pact was signed by Count de 
Chambrun, ambassador of France, 
and Ambassador Ulrich von Hassell 
of Germany 

The official communique follows: 

“This morning, the last meeting 
of the Saar committee of three took 


place with the ambassador of 
France and Germany present, The 
president of the committee an- 
nounced that an agreement had 
been reached between the French 
government and the Grman gov- 


ernmnt on all questions which were 
submitted the examination of 
the committee. 

It was learned on good authority 
that the principal plank in the set- 
tlement is that if Germany wins in 
the January 13 plebiscite she agrees 
to pay for the Saar coal mines, of 
which the French government is 
proprietor. by collecting French 
francs circulating in the Saar, ex- 
changing marks for them, and turn- 
ing the franes over to France 

The round sum 
francs (approximately $52,000,000) 
it was understood, was agreed upon 
for this purpose 

Part of this sum_ also be 
used in paying off private French 
credits in the Saar 

In the January plebiscite 
dents of the Saar will vote on whe- 
ther to rejoin Germany, become 
part of France or remain under the 
league’s mandate.

The Irritable Or Spastic 
Colon 


By DOC®OR FRANK McCOY 


I am receiving many letters from patients 
telling me that they have a trouble diagnosed 
as irritable colon or spastic colitis. These cases 
have symptoms similar to those found in mu- 
cous colitis except that the actual inflammation 
of the colon present in true colitis is absent and 
upon examination the ap- 
pearance of the colon is nor- 
mal. 

If the colon is to do its 
work well, all of its parts 
must move harmoniously or 
rhythmically, producing the 
steady waves of contraction 
and relaxation which bring 
about peristalsis. Through 
the peristaltic action, the con- 
tents of the tube are moved 
forward until they are ready 
to leave the body. The peristaltic movement 
is produced by the action of the muscles in the 
walls of the colon. In the irritable colon, the 
movement of the colon is too rapid and wastes 
are emptied too soon. In such a case the patient 
says that his food goes right through him. 

In the spastic colon there occurs a tempor- 
ary contraction of the muscular fibres. Such 
a spasm or rigidity narrows the colon in one 
spot causing an obstruction. The result is con- 
Stipation and tenderness through the affected 
area. If the patient tries to use the enema, 
he may fail to secure good results because the 
narrowing of the tube stops the water from 
flowing through. In place of the ordinary 
rhythmical movements of the large intestine, 
the movements are clutching, griping, or irregu- 
lar and may cause pain. 

Part of the work done by the colon is to 
absorb the right amount of moisture from the 
waste material, so that the stool will be well 
formed and neither watery, like mush, or too 
hard like hard, round balls. When the colon 
is disordered, we find that the absorption of 
water does not go on normally and the stools 
are either too watery or too hard. 

Together with the change in functioning of 
the colon there usually develops a change in its 
shape and it may be narrow in one place and 
ballooned or pouched in another. Instead of 
taking up the amount of space it s. d, the 
colon may almost fill the pelvic area and these 
changes in shape are clearly seen if an x-ray 
picture is taken. 

The conditions known as irritable colon or 
spastic colitis are most often found in individ- 
uals who are intelligent, high-strung and sen- 
sitive. Probably the underlying cause of the 
hyper-irritability is an unstability of the ner- 
a whole. The nervous impu 
controlling the colon are erratic or irregular, 
instead of steady and even. In fact, many 
modern doctors specializing in irritability of the 
colon say that the chief cause is an irritable 
nervous system and that if the nerves are 
brought back to normal by suitable psycholo 
cal training, the colon will greatly improve 
thereby. These patients are those who are on 
high nervous tension and the physical expre: 
ion of that tension is a tight, rigid contrac 
of the colon. < 

I regard the mental or nervous cause of great 
importance and before a complete cure can be 
brought about, it is vitally necessary to relieve 
the underlying anxiety and the constant ten- 
dency to worry.

to study monetary questions. Some 
who challenge me confess that 
they have not. I have learned 


that money could be understood. 
That the abracadabra of finance 
was a myth. That even school- 
boys can grasp the principles of 
its creation and present distribut- 
tion. That reasonable intelligence, 
an unintimidated mind and com- 
mon sense alone are needed 

A spate of books issues from 
the press, simply and graphically 
written, enabling any man or wo- 
man of ordinary intelligence t 
ask kind answer the fundamental 
questions: How is money created? 
By whom and for what ends? And 
why is there throughout the 
world a chronic shortage of pur- 
chasing power, leaving machines 
idle and men in want? 

The politician too, For soon 
none will dare to lead if they 
shirk monetary questions. The 
wise man will make himself fam- 
iliar with terms like “National 
Discount” and “National Divi- 
dend;” and understand what men 
mean when they demand a Na- 
tional Account Book, in which all 
assets are recorded, and ask for 
a national stock taking, whose 
annual findings will enable us, 
after a balance has been drawn 
between National Production and 
National Consumption, to estim- 
ate with accuracy our real incre- 
ment of goods and valuables and 
create our money to reflect it 

My challengers fire a parting 
shot. They rule that ministers of 
religion should hold aloof from 
economic affairs: Money and mor- 
ality apparently must t be divorced. 

I, in no sense agree. Nor do 
others in the church. Money and 

nonetary systems concern re- 
ligion as vitally as other things by 
which men live. Money is matter 
of life and death. In an enclosed 
and controlled world like ours, 
the lack of money is ru‘nous. The 
savage can hunt; we can't. It is 
civilized man who touches pov- 
erty. 

And poverty degrades. Poverty 
in the modern world differs total- 
ly from that preached in the Ser- 
mon on the Mount and practised 
by St. Francis, Poverty is a dang- 
erous disease, breeding sickness, 
vice and evil manners. 

Money patently fails to equate 
work and need; it presents us 
with the tragic moral problem of 
enforced idleness, bitterly re- 
sented; and an indigence which 
lacks the things it itself could 
supply. Money debars us even 
from using what we in England 
can make. 

Is indigent idleness then, no 
concern of mine? And must I 
stand silent by, and watch men 
fight a losing battle for the wage 
which will guarantee them a 
decent existence? Must I observe 
the bitter warfare between in- 
dustrialists and trade unions over 
wage reduction, and neve tell 
them that both are victims of 
silent unseen powers which create 
money or destroy it, and thereby 
raise prices or lower them? He 
who creates money and controls 
it, exercises sovere'gn powers 

And it is private banking cor- 
porations who create and control 
England's credit, Banks constitute 
a private mint. Banks finally fix 
price levels. And hence the banks 
and not in the last resort the the 
industrialists, control the workers’ 
wages. 

Money is created by private 
banking corporations in their own 
interests. It is thrown upon the 
market as credits; and prices rise. 
It is withdrawn as loans are re- 
called and credits refused; and 
prices fall, Wages follow prices 
and fall if prices fall, for other- 
wise the factory must close. 

Thus, and in many another way, 
money matters vitally. Most im-

PLANKED STEAK 

Have the butcher cut steak one 
and one-half inches thick.

Grease broiler wires 
with suet and brush steak on both 
sides with melted butter or salad 
loi}. Put steak in broiler and sear 
| first on one side and then on the 
other. ‘Then broil about twenty 
| minutes, turning several times with 
ltwo forks so as not to pierce meat

Then garnish plank with hot 
mashed potatoes forced through a 
pastry tube and variety of other 
vegetables.
